A PACIFIC DISASTER. 


The Steamer San Henito Wrecked off the 
Californ a Const, 


The steamer San Benito, bound from 
Tacoma to San Francisco, went ashore 
seven miles north of Point Arena, Cal.,a 
few days ago. The steamer struck on 4 
sand bar and broke in two, The San 
Benito carried forty-four men, and dur- 
ing the severe storm must bave lost Ler 
bearings, The wind blew terrifically, and 
a heavy sea was running.

The bruised portion of the nerve was 
cutaway and the ends were trimmed 
equarely, Then more than an inch and 
a half was turned out and the surgeons 
next turned to the dog. From the animal 
the sciatic nerve was removed and cut 
into a length corresponding to the piece: 
remcved trom the man’s wrist. I: was 
about halfthe sizeofa lead penal. it 
was laid next to that of the man, end to 
end, and two holes were bored in each, 
so that silk sutures might draw them to- 
gether. A similar Operation was per- 
formed ou the ulnar nerve, after which 
the incision was closed. The straggling 
ends of the nervea had been hard to tind. 
and the operation had consumed two 
hours. 

In a week the patient was able to feel 
a slight sensation over the mended nerves. 
Taen he announced complete control of 
the hand. The operation had been sn-- 
¢-asiul 1+ was performed by Dr. R 
Peterson, of Graud Rapids, in the pres- 
ence and with the assistance of Honse 
Payeician Culp, of St. Mark’s hospital, 
Dr. Grabiel, of Caledunia, and Dr. Hook- 
er, of Grand Rapids.

WONDERFUL NEW LIGHT. 


A Frerch Inyention of Great Value 
Naval Maneuvers in War. 


Quite recently there has been brought 
out by the French navy a mysterious de. 
vice known as “‘ia ratiere,” or the ‘rat 
trap light.” It is a thing of sinall dimen- 
sions and is placed on the deck of the 
vessel. It throws out an electric light 
that can only pe discovered dead ahead. 
La ratiere is constracted as foilows: A 
equare box has within it at one end acon- 
cave mirror, in front of which is abjasted 
an arc light. The light is focussed apon 
a plano convex lens placed midway of 
the length of the box, so that the raya ‘of 
light are proj:c ed through a silvered tube 
as a bundle of parellel ravs. 

By the sides of the outer end of the 
silvered tube are placed two prisms, one 
of red and the other of green giass, 
tnrough which a portion of the light 
passesin divergentrays. Ata distanceof 
several miles tne light of a ratiere appears 
asasmall pointand consequently difficalt 
of detection to those not knowing the 
quarter in which to look for it. Its detec- 
ton is thus reduced toa minimum, as it 
(au only be ceen within a radius of a few 
teet at such distance. 

Ine use of the red and green rays is for 
tu purpose of enabiing the vesee! for 
whom the signal is intended to know ino 
«hich direcuon to steer go ag to come 
within the zone of white light should 
\ue White ray Cusappear. By meansof this 
invention night eignals can be made 
when flashiighta and rockets might be 
uzeleas or iiabie to betray the position of 
the fleet to the onemy. It can also be used 
aga guids toa equadron in liae with all 
other lights out, in dangerous latitudes, 
as it caunot be seen either to theright or 
leit, but oniy dead ahead or dead astern. 
Phe Frenci admuraity attaches great im- 
portance iv this light, and has taken ex 
traordinary precautions to guard it 
agains: discovery.

Capt. Gen. Weyler Returns to Havana 
Without Defeating the Insurgents. 


A dispatch to the New York World 
from Jacksonville, Fiorida, eaye: A 
cipher cablegram to Havana to e Cuban 
leader h-re saye General Weyler has been 
forced to return to Havana, and the city 
is in a zreat confusion. Weyler gives no 
excuse it is said, except that it is too hot 
and and cnhea!thy to do any fighting. 
It ie openly seserted in Havana that 
Wevler became frightened because 
Maceo ret a price upon hie head or cap- 
ture. Weviler’s scouts also informed him 
Maceo might make 2. attempt on Ha- 
vana. and the Spani , Fetreated 
in hot haste to the protection of his 
palace.” Itisalso stated in the cable- 
graro that Werler’s recal! is assured now. 
asthe Spanish government is incensed 
aginst him for dilatory tactics. “The 
Cubans here are j1bilant, for they think 
thi- wi'l have a favorable efact apon the 
United States congress.” 

The diapatch from Jacksonville, Fior- 
ida, reciting the cipher telegram has been 
received in Havana, which states tha: 
freneral Wevier was driven to return to 
Hiavane through fear, ie discredited at 
Wastington. ihe Soanieh view of the 
return of General Werler is entirely dif- 
ferent. This, it is explained, would be 
true in asy placeat a timeof war. Again, 
it ia pointed ont. General Wevler was 
not only commander of the troone, bat 
governor - general of Cube, and in Havana 
there ia a ict of official business needing 
attention. Its stated in the campaign 
jast made Werler has deen in the strong: 
holds of the insurgents, and passe 
throngh many towns, and deetroved 
their supplies. From the Spanish point 
of view, the war department haa resolved 
itee|f into chasing small banda of insur- 
gents about the country, and it wonld be 
abenrd forthe captain-genera!l to place 
himeelf at the head of one company or 
another of these troops, and follow the 
straggling bands of insurgente from one 
cover to arother. treneral Campos «as 
joie severely criticized beraase he ab. 
rented mimeelf from Havana for ech 
long periods, As to the assertion that 
‘,eneral Weyler sayait is teo hot to fight, 
itis@aid the rainy seagoa hes not yet 
ended in Caba, and the movement of 
troope is still very diffienit. From a 
“panicl standpont there i nothing dis- 
couraging inthe retarn of Geaera: Wey- 
ier. 

rhe anexpected arrival at Havana of 
Captain-General Weyler from the pro- 
vince of Pinar del Kio without being sac- 
cesfal in bringing about an engagement 
of any importance with the insurgents 
uoder Antonie Maceo, is cansing con: 
siders! comment, and many romeors are 
in etrc¥lation. One side assert that 
Wevier’s return means that be wil! short- 
ly return to Spaio on some plea ocr an- 
other. Officially, this is denied. An 
impression prevails that there will be 
lore unyporant changes shortly. 

ihe correspondent io the field of La 
Lucha bad an interview with the captain 
general previ us to the latter's arrival at 
tiavana from Artemi-a and Martel, and 
16 i+ gaihered from the captain-genera!'s 
quotation he may Rot resume personal 
charge of operations against th~ insar- 
gente ia Pinarde. Kio. The captain-gen 
era’, a@ked (or an eX pression of opinion ae 
.o the course of the campaign, and said.

genie isequivalent to a defeat of the 
Spanish forces, for the latier have com- 
pietely failed to carry out the program 
mapped oat by the Spanish commander 
and returned in every way unsuccesefal, 
It ia asserted that the plan of Antunio 
Maceo waa to avoid a serious engagement 
with the Spanish troops as he feeis conf 
dent that the wearisome campaign being 
conducted by the insurgents must in the 
long run exhanst the Spaniarde and bring 
avouta state of affaire which muat resuit 
in @ trace aud a concession tothe de- 
mands of the insurgents. 


THE MICA MINES OF B.C. 
Official Report of Mr. A. S Gross on thie 
Valasble Mineral. 


A.B. Gross, an experienced mining 
man Of Seaitie, Wasin charge lust sum- 
mer of a party that went north toexpicre 
the mica deposits existing at Tete Jeune 
Cache. His opinion of them is extreme- 
ly favorable ae will be seen from the fol- 
lowing: 

“I arrived atthe mines Angust 23rd, 
and set al! hands to work preparing for 
the opening of thecut. After clearing 
oat the drif. of snow we commenced to 
take out mica blocks. We found the 
overbead wall cracked and carrying 
stained water, which dripped over the 
face of the mica and cansed iron rust to 
permeate the blocks, but as we worked 
away from the wall the quality of the 
blocks improved. But for the coal giv- 
ing out | believe we could haye secared 
first-clase mica in large quantities. 

“to fact we left the face of the cat 
etutied with mica blocks so thich that it 
was impossible t use of insert a drill 
without destroying some mica. Although 
a slide, yet the indicatione were of such 
permancy that I believe it would take 
monthe before it could be worked oat, 
Tue space left where the elide occurred 
is Low covered with debris from the gia 
cier above, caving the main vein visible 
to the naked eye fortwo miles.

The croppings, 
samples of which J now have, were tak 
eu from one of the three veins I examin 
ei that | beweve is fully #) feet wide 
‘hoe mine vein that! ehouald have cu 
anc opened had I been prepared to re- 
main, ba lack of coal and provisioue 
compelred me to break camp after a stay 


of 15 days, The location for a new camp 
at the last named vein is a most exce!- 
lent one both from a etandpoint of con- 
venience to fae! and water as well as 
from va-tage ground and nearness of 
word from camp.

loops, can be made firet-ciass and more 
accessible by a reasonable outlay and re- 
duced to about 150 tol75 mies Work 
atthe mines should be carried on ail 
winter after sheiter is provi_ed for the 
men.
